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Regarding claiml, 9, and 17, Bolle teaches generating biometric template on a wireless device and storing the generated biometric 
template only locally in the wireless device to reduce the chance an intruder accessing biometric data and authenticating a user by 
comparing the locally stored with user biometric data provided by a user (Abstract, col. 3 lines 36-44, and lines 20-21). 
Etzel discloses generating a unique device encryption key and related public key that is never disclosed to another device entity (col. 1 
lines 53-59) and sufficient motivation is provided on page 6 of first office action. 

Martizen teaches permitting said authenticated user to access said computer network content through said workstation as claimed (fig. 
17 element 13). 

Regarding claim 22, Rydbeck discloses performing no action when a new/unidentified wireless device is detected i.e. not performing the 
required action/responding, or returning to standby state/blanking out the screen (col. 6 lines 41-65). 

Regarding claims 4 and 14, Etzel teaches securely maintained keys/data that are non-identifiable by a user (col. 1 lines 53-59). 
Regarding claims 15 and 20, Martizen discloses data identifiable of said user for display or secure electronic content is identified and 
transmitted to the user for display (fig. 17 element 13 and par. 0210), and wireless communication/display of lightweight personal digital 
wallet and personal computer in the same region/LAN/envelope is taught by Martizen as cited on page 9 B of the first office action. 
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
